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Claims 1-43 are pending. 

Claims 1-3,5,6,22-24,26,27,33-35,37,38 were under examination. 
Claims 4,7-21 ,28-32,36,39-43 were withdrawn from consideration. 

In response to final action mailed 04/03/2006, applicant amended claim 1 If 
entered, amendment to the claim 1 would have overcome rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph and art rejection over Cornette et al. However, the 
amendment to claim would necessitate new grounds of utility rejection of claims 
5,26,37, as well as additional enablement rejection of claims under examination. 
Consequently, the amendment is not entered at this point. 

Further rejections would have been applied because although specification 
mentions that globular proteins exhibit certain characteristics, neither these 
characteristics nor their range which would enable determining whether a query 
protein belongs to globular proteins are taught in the specification. Instead, as cited by 
applicant, specification teaches in uncertain terms that "globular proteins tend to exhibit 
a certain range of distance ratios" and that knowing such ratio for query protein could 
allow to determine whether the query protein is " likely " or not is a global protein. Such 
uncertainty will at best provide only a clue whether a query protein is indeed a globular 
protein, and further research would be required to achieve the objective of the method. 
Note further that with respect to comparing of proteins specification at best addresses 
comparison of distance ratios (as in claim 5) and not "hydrophobicity distribution in 
general (i.e., as in claim 1) .
